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MONTANA  LIVESTOCK  COMMISSION  MEETINGS 


FISCAL  YEAR  REPORT  1967-1963 

September  12, 1967 , Meeting  held  in  Helena,  Montana 0 The  Commissioners 
approved  a survey  of  sheep  owners  in  the  state  to  verify  needs  of  predator 
animal  control , 

Mr,  Cheney  reported  he  had  met  with  people  interested  in  rabies  control  and 
the  expenditures  of  appropriated  fulls,  The  commission  directed,  that  these 
expenditures  be  made  for  rabies  control  and  only  on  recommendations  by  Dr. 
Safford,  Dr,  Halver  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  Dr,  Anderson  of  the 
Board  of  Health  to  Mr0  Cheney  and  approved  by  both  he  and  President  Wilson, 

A report  was  made  to  the  Commission  on  investigations  of  cattle  thefts  leading 
into  Minnesota  and  Wyoming  and  other  state  cases  where  charges  had  been  filed. 

The  Executive  Officer  reported  mill  levies  requested  of  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  had  been  granted  the  same  as  in  the  last  few  years  with  the 
exception  that  a one  mill  levy  increase  on  livestock  had  been  granted  for  the 
Predatory  Control  Program, 

December  A,  1967,  Meeting  held  in  Billings,  Montana,  Inspection  costs  and 
expenses  at  Sioux  City  were  studied  and  it  was  moved  to  place  inspection  at 
Sioux  City  on  a fee  bases,  that  is  Inspector  Chapman  would  inspect  cattle  and 
retain  fees  collected  in  lieu  of  salary. 

Amendment  Regulation  No,  21  had  been  called  to  attention  of  commissioners  and 
they  directed  that  livestock  markets  check  sheep  into  those  markets  in 
accordance  to  regulation. 

The  Commission  approved  the  following  resolution; 

RESOLUTION 

The  Montana  Livestock  Commission  has  received  from  the  United 
States  Department  of  Interior  a statement  of  Wild  Horse  Policy 
dated  September  5,  1967,  This  policy  has  been  discussed  and  the 
following  Resolution  was  duly  made,  presented  and  passed  by  the 
Commission; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Livestock  Commission  of  the  State 
of  Montana  has  the  duty  and  responsibility  to  enforce  the  live- 
stock laws  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  any  federal  rule  or 
regulation  should  be  consistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state 
and  no  regulation  should  be  approved  which  breaks  down  the  brand 
laws  of  this  state  or  is  in  conflict  therewith, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that,  in  the  creation  of  any  reFuge 
area  by  the  United  States  Government,  the  state  line  between 
various  states  should  be  fenced  along  said  state  line  in  order  to 
separate  the  jurisdictions  of  the  several,  states  and  their  duties 
and  responsibilities  under  the  laws  of  that  state.  Any  other 
policy  would  merely  create  confusion  of  responsibility  and  policy, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Livestock  Commission  believes 
that  ownership  of  livestock,  including  horses  and  burros,  must  be 


duly  established,  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  responsibility 
for  care,  maintainance  and  control  of  said  animals  and  no  policy 
should  be  approved  which  jeopardizes  the  rights  and  respons- 
ibilities of  owners  of  livestock , including  horses  and  burros, 
separate  from  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  diluting 
the  responsibilities  of  said  owners.  The  Livestock  Commission 
believes  that  if  the  Federal  Government,  or  some  responsible 
agency,  wishes  to  assume  ownership  of  horses  and  borros, 
including  the  responsibilities  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  this  can  be  done,  but  to  support  animals  without  owners 
and  without  specific  responsibility  is  contrary  to  the  policy 
of  the  Livestock  Commission  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  contrary 
to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana.® 

This  resolution  shall  not  be  construed  as  reflecting  upon 
the  policy  and  authority  of  the  United  States  Government  but  is 
designed  to  reflect  the  policy  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission 
under  the  laws  of  this  state® 

The  Commissioners  studying  the  filing  of  security  interests  thought  that  such 
security  interests  on  livestock  should  be  filed  in  one  central  office  in  the 
state  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  calling  three  or  four  county  and  state 
offices  for  the  information® 

The  Commission  amended  regulation  No®  29  to  reads 

Single  letter  identification  marks  on  cattle  using  numbers 
0 to  9 inclusive  may  be  used  for  an  “AGE  TALLY  MARK”  high  on 
the  shoulder  or  low  on  the  thigh;  in  addition  a “NUMERAL  MARK1** 
(limited  to  three  (3)  digits)  may  be  used  on  the  shoulder  or 
hip  of  cattle  for  individual  identification®  Both  the  “AGE 
TALLY  MARK*1  or  the  “NUMERAL  MARK"  must  be  placed  on  the  same 
side  as  the  recorded  brand  used  for  ownership®  They  can  only 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  owner’s  recorded  brand®  The 
use  of  these  marks  is  not  mandatory® 

*Qne  of  the  three  digits  can  be  placed  over  or  under  the 
other  two  numbers®  For  Example;  2_

The  Commission  amended  Regulation  No®  21  Livestock  Market  Regulation  to  add  the 
words  “tariff  changes”  after  the  word  “operation”  in  the  second  line  of  the 
first  paragraph® 

March  6 , 1967 ® Meeting  held  in  Helena,  Montana®  The  Commission  authorized 
Charles  F®  Moses  as  special  assistant  attorney  general  for  the  Livestock 
Commission  to  appear  before  the  State  Review  Board  on  appeal  of  Bruce  Johnson 
for  review  of  sentence®

The  Commission  ordered  that  notice  be  sent  to  all  ranchers  pasturing  cattle  in 
Montana  and  also  moving  them  out  of  the  state  in  the  fall  of  the  year  either 
by  truck  or  trailing  and  explain  the  laws  requiring  that  all  livestock  leaving 
the  state  must  be  inspected® 

The  Commission  ordered  Mr®  Moses  and  Mr®  Cheney  to  study  and  present  for 
approval,  legislation  on;  (1)  inspection  of  cattle  at  feed  lots;  (2)  state 


licensing  and  bonding  of  dealers;  (3)  change  in  brand  recording  fees;  and  (4) 
consolidating  the  filing  of  security  interests „ 

The  Commission  met  with  a delegation  of  ranchers  from  Harlowton,  explaining 
why  the  headquarters  of  the  District  Stock  Inspector  was  moved  from  Harlowton 
to  Lewistown0  These  gentlemen  agreed  with  the  Commission  in  that  the  change 
was  practical  and  necessary „ 

The  Commission  met  with  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Hamilton  Livestock 
Market  and  approved  change  in  corporate  ownership  of  Hamilton  Livestock  Auction 
Inco 


It  was  ordered  by  the  Commission  that  inspectors  not  recognize  "Freeze  Brands" 
but  would  handle  the  cattle  as  no  brands  showing  "Freeze  Brands"  as  a mark. 

The  Commission  ordered,  that  a study  be  made  towards  a training  program  for 
new  inspectors o 

The  Commission  met  with  Market  Inspectors  and  District  Inspectors  at  their 
annual  meeting » The  Commission  reviewed  the  numerous  investigations  being 
conducted  at  the  present  time  and  clarified  policies,  laws  and  procedures 
to  be  followed  with  Inspectors 0 

The  Commission  directed  that  next  Legislation  Assembly  be  asked  to  appropriate 
$25;, 000  for  rabies  control  for  at  least  the  first  year  of  this  biennium. 

May  21 , 1968 0 Meeting  held  in  Helena,  Montana.  The  Livestock  Commission 
reviewed  proposed  budget  for  the  next  biennium.  They  directed  the  Executive 
Officer  to  show  a salary  increase  for  employees  in  estimating  budgets  and  costs 
The  Executive  Officer  made  preliminary  report  on  proposed  legislation  and 
ordered  that  bills  be  drawn  up  to  submit  to  the  next  Legislature . 

Representatives  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  U»SoD „Ao  were  at  the  meeting  and 
discussed  auditing  of  Livestock  Markets;  testing  of  livestock  scales;  en- 
forcement of  P & S Act  and  cooperation  between  the  P & S and  the  Livestock 
Commission0 

The  Commission  ordered,  that  a letter  be  written  to  the  Montana  Livestock  Market 
Association  that  all  meetings  of  the  Livestock  Commission  and  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board  were  open  to  anyone  wishing  to  attend  to  discuss  any  particular 
problem,  law  or  violation  and  if  a request  was  made,  the  Livestock  Commission 
or  Sanitary  Board,  would  set  up  a specific  time  and  place  for  a meetingo 

The  Commission  approved  purchase  of  signs  to  be  placed  on  District  Inspectors 
car  when  stopping  trucks „ 

Mr.  Moore  reported  on  his  trip  to  markets  in  South  Dakota  checking  on  in- 
spection  of  Montana  cattle  at  those  markets  and  Montana  brand  records . Mr. 
Moore  and  The  Commission  concurred  that  no  brand  records  be  placed  at  any 
market  in.  South  Dakota  unless  office  space  was  provided  so  that  .records  and 
files  could  be  locked,  up. 

May  23 , 1968 . Meeting  held  in  Great  Falls,  Montana.  Representatives  of  the 
Padlock  Ranch,  Big  Horn  County,  Montana  and  Wyoming  visited  with  Commission  on 
inspection  and  theft  problems.  No  serious  loss  was  reported  for  1967  and  they 
reported  that  the  Private  Investigator  working  for  them  \sras  doing  a fine  job.

The  Commission  informed.  Mr»  Dan  Scott  that  in  the  future  the  Inspectors  would, 
enforce  strict  compliance  with  the  state  law  that  requires  an  Inspection  of 
livestock  before  leaving  the  state 0 

The  Commission  met  with  representatives  of  the  Shelby  Stockyards  Co  0 , Inc0 
These  gentlemen  promised  to  bring  operation  of  that  market  into  compliance  with 
our  laws  and  the  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  issued  to 
them  May  21,  1966  by  the  Livestock  Commission,, 

The  Commission  met  with  representatives  of  the  Livestock  Industry  from  South 
Eastern  Montana  In  regard  to  information  on  statutes  of  the  State  of  Montana 
pertaining  to  inspection  of  livestock,  permits  for  show  horses  crossing  state 
lines  and  recording  of  sheep  brands „ 

The  Commission  assured  these  gentlemen  that  meetings  are  opened  to  anyone  to 
discuss  any  certain  matters 0 


June  21,  1968 o Meeting  held  in  Billings,  Montana „ The  Commission  held  a 
hearing  on  an  application  by  the  Western  Livestock  Reporter  for  a Certificate 
of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  to  operate  a livestock  market  in  Billings 0 
The  applicant  was  represented  by  Mr0  Pat  Goggins,  President  and  his  attorney, 
Mr0  Arthur  Lamey,  Jr.  The  Commission,  after  consideration  of  the  testimony, 
approved  the  application  and  directed  that  a license  be  issued 0 

The  Executive  Officer  reviewed  work  of  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  at 
Montana  State  University,  Bozeman  and  the  value  of  this  training  to  Livestock 
Inspectors o 

The  Commission  approved  unanimously  a $lQ0o00  annual  scholarship  for  the 
Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy 0 The  Academy  is  to  use  this  scholarship  to 
further  projects  of  this  Academy  for  training  of  efficient  law  enforcement 
officers  a 

Mr„  Cheney  reported,  on  recent  rabies  out-breaks  and  the  Commission  directed  Mrc 
Cheney  to  see  Mr0  Dunkle,  Director  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Department  on  this 
matter o 
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REPORT  FOR  "ESTRAYS"  FOUND 


The  report  covers  livestock  classified  as  actual  "estrays"  and  also  those 
animals  held  for  ownership  which,,  after  investigation,  are  either  returned  to 
recorded  owner  of  brand  or  brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale* 

Inspectors  send  in  cards  which  show  where  animal (s)  are  found,  (Range, 
Ranch,  Shipment,  etc*)*  Also  shown  Is  the  number  of  head,  brand,  further 
description  and  what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal ( s ) o 

Those  listed  under  ’’Market  Inspectors"  are  found  by  Inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal * 

Those  listed  under  "District  Inspectors"  are  found  in  course  of  inves- 
tigation work  in  the  field,  inspection  at  country  shipping  points  and  in 
checking  cattle  on  ranches „ If  owner  can  be  found  he  is  notified  and  dispo- 
sition is  left  to  owner.  If  owner  cannot  be  located  animals  are  advertised 
■under  Section  46-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947?  or  shipped  to  a licensed 
livestock  market  for  sale* 

Those  listed  under  "Association  Inspectors"  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  "District  Inspectors"*  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations,  inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses* 

Those  listed  under  "Deputy  Inspectors"  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin*  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  "District  Inspectors", 
above  *

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report 
until  several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared » This  adds  to  the  difficulty 
of  tracing  and  locating  the  stock.  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in 
to  the  office,  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner „ 
The  Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  sc  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena 
office o 


Twelve  bulletins  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing 
stock  were  circulated  during  the  year*  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors,  Sheriffs,  the  Highway  Patrol,  the  E0B0I0  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states „ 

District  Inspectos  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  329  Deputy 
Inspectors  now  under  bond.  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State  but  they 
retain  the  fee,  set  by  law,  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or  owner  of  the 
livestock  inspected.

ing each  of  the  followings  The  Montana  Wool  Growers  Associations  the  Montana  Stock 
growers  Associations  the  Montana  Federated  Wildlife  Clubs , the  Montana  County 
Commissioners  Association  and  the  fifth  member  is  the  Director  of  the  Montana  Fish 
and  Game  Department „ The  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  is  the  ex- 
officio  secretary  of  the  Committee „ 

Funds  for  this  probram  are  derived  from  four  principal  sources;  County 

contributions  are  derived  from  a special  tax  on  sheep,  these  funds  are  retained 
in  the  county  and  expended  by  order  of  the  county  commissioners „ The  other  three 

sources  are  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission,  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  and 
the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife 0 Funds  from  these  sources  are  used 
state-wide  with  the  exception  of  National  Parks  and  Wilderness  areas , 

Predator  Control  is  important  to  most  of  the  agricultural  industry „ Live- 
stock probably  suffers  the  greatest  damage  in  Montana 0 However,  the  production 
of  poultry,  honey,  and  garden  produce  as  well  as  game  animals  is  greatly  affected 
by  the  activity  of  predator  animals 0
